Loxpoy, August 31.—The Prussians say, 
concetning McMahon, he sought to gain the 
frontier, and advanced in three,corps, The} 
Crown Prince, who was south of Nancy. has 
marched via Commercy, Bat le Duc, St. Diz-| 
ier and Vitrey. The 4th army, under the) 
Priace Royal of Saxony, is keeping north of 
Ponta Mousson, on bis march tuwards Cha- 
lons, at the same time observing Metz, while 
Stenmits, who has been reinforced, has pro- 
ceeded through Verdun to Reims, bis right 
sweeping the Belgian froatier in bopes of 
meeting McMahon. This German advance 
covers the country from along Mets to Anbe, 
rendering it impossible for McMahon to reach 
Metz. 

1t was reported, this morning, that the Em- 
peror is seriously iilat Sedan. His condition 
excites great alarm. ’ 

The Timee says, McMahon is endeavoring to 
retreat ‘to Soissons, having failed in bis at- 
tempt to relieve Bazaine at Metz.

Loxpox, Angust 31.—The Herald’e cable 
dispatch says an engagement took place yes- 
terday between a strong force of Prussian 
cavalry and the advance gaard of McMahon's 
army. After a hard coniest, the French fell 
back. The Prussians took possession of the 
railroad from Sedan to Thionville. To-day 
fighting was renewed on the same line of 
railroad, at Attiguey, 10 leagues from the 
Belgian ;froutier. in consequence of the 
position of the contending forces, the Belgian 
troops are, under the control of Flanders, 
stationed at Phillip Seville, Bouttlion. 

Betorom, August 31, 9 p.m.—The Herald's 
cable dispatch says a featfal battle was 
fought yesterday and to-day between the 
Prussian armies of the Crown Priace and 
Frederick Charles and McMshon’s forces. 
Yesterday morning McMahon commenced @ 
general movement towards Montmedy. He 
was attacked near Beaumont and driven back, 
after an obstinate resistaace, towards the 
Belgian frontier. The Prussians occupy the 
line of road and captured o amount of 
camp stores. The drove the French from 
their position, after fighting until night 
closed. This motning the battle was re- 
pewed and continued all day. During the 
night a large number of French regulars 
came up, but they failed to tarn the victory. 
The Prussians were also reinforced largely, 
and attacked in overwhelming nambers. 
McMahon retired to Sedan with the remnant 
of his forces. The slaughter was immese ; it 
is impossible to estimate the loss.
